Commerce between 
tho 
United 


States and Us non-contiguous terri- 
tory amounted to over 100 million 
dollars In tho fiscal year Just ended. 
This figure of 100 millions includes 
about 5 million dollars 
worth of 


gold bullion produced In Alaska and 
brought Into the United States. Epen 
excluding this, .however, and includ 
Ing only merchandise in the calcula- 
tion." the total amounts to $95.013.000. 


This is the first opportunity which 


has been offered for 
an 
accurate 


measurement and analysis of 
the 


commerce between the United States 
and its 
non-contiguous 
territory 


since' tho annexation of the 
Haw> 


allan Islands and Porto Rico. 
The 


Hawaiian Islands were made a cus- 
toms district of the United States 
•when they were annexed, and as the 
law did not require the collection of 
statistics of. commerce between the 
'customs districts, a part of the peo- 
ple engaged In that commerce re- 
fused to supply such Information to 
.the'•'Bureau 
of Statistics. 
When 


Porto Rico became a 
customs dls 


trict of tho United States, a slmlllar 
condition developed, except that the 
information was voluntarily supplied 
for publication by the 
steamship 


; companies engaged in that trade. As 


a result, a special law was enacted 
which applied to tho commerce be- 
tween the various ports of the Unit- 
ed States and the 
non-contiguous 


territory, the regulations which were 
applied to foreign commerce, as far 
as relates to statistics of'such com- 
merce. - • This law went Into effect 
at the beginning of the last fiscal 
year, and therefore the result of the 
fiscal year's operation Is Just avail- 
able. 
The law, when enacted, was 


made broad enough to . Include all 
non-contiguous- territory 
belonging 


to the United States. 
As a result 


it gave the statistics of tho com- 
merce between Alaska and the ports 
of the United States, as well as that 
of Hawaii, Porto Rico, Philippines, 
Guam; Samond' Islands, etc. 
This 


record has been completed for the 
fiscal year, under.the new law, and 
the result is Indicated 
by the De- 


partment of Commerce 
& 
Labor 


through Us Bureau of Statistics, as 
follows:

While these annual 
figures 
are 


the first of any official nature which 
the country has had of the commerce 
with Porto Rico and the Hawaiian 
Islands since their annexation, it is 
practicable to comparo these with 
tho figures of the 
commerce 
with 


these Islands in any year prior to an- 
nexation because of the fact 
that 


commerce with them was 
always 


measured 
and reported when they 


were foreign territory. 
This is true 


also with tho Philippines. 
In re- 


gard to Alaska, no accurate statis- 
tics of the commerce wero gathered 
prior to last year, but estimates were 
made for .former years, which give 
a fair basis for comparison. 
It Is 


practicable, 
then, to comparo the 


commerce of 1903 with that of 1899
